St. Louis Boys Tell Thrilling 
Stories From Battle Front 


Knapsack Was Shot Off One Soldier’s Back and 
' When He Got to Safety All He Had 


Left Was Rifle and Hat. 


In letters recently received from 
St. Louis men of various branches 
of the service, at the front in France, 
the following extracts appear: 

Arthur Fone, a brother of Clarence 
Fone, 4925 Lisette avenue, fought 
with the 110th Engineers in the Ar- 
gonne battle. In a letter dated Oct. 
11, he writes: 

“I was a runner for a while, and 
as I was going to a dugout with a 
message, a large shell struck about 
six feet from me, and threw meé over 
10 feet. The ground was loose and 
muddy from all the shell fire, and 
rain. If it had been hard, you never 
wovld have gotten this letter. 

“It was the biggest drive they have 
had over here. I was nervous. I 
guess it was from the gas and being 
knocked down so often by the large 
shells. When I came out of that 
place all I had was my gun and tin 
hat. I lost everything I had with 
me, and I did not stop to look for 
it. T had my razor and knapsack on 
my back) and they were shot off, and 
! was afraid to look around for fear 
that part of my back was gone. But 
we eure had Fritz stepping around 
as we turned his own guns on him.” 

James A. Shine Jr. of the Sixth 
rield Artillery, wha--was gassed in 
the fighting at Argonrie Forest, in a 
etter to his parents, Mr. and Mrs.

James Ai Shine, 5541 Odell street, 
says: 

“We have been chasing the Ger- 
mans over the land they have held 
for four years, and in some places 
our boys have driven them bac... over 
land they captured in 1870. There 
doesn't seem to be much fight left in 
the Boche any more, for when the 
boys went over the top they ran so 
fast that the cavalry was all that 
could keep up with them. Follow- 
ing them up through one town we 
came to several French people who 
had been prisoners since the begin- 
ning of the war. Maybe they weren’t 
glad to be free again!” 


Corp. Jerome Speier, C Company, 
110th Supply Train, who is in a base 
hospital recovering from shrapnel 
wounds, in a letter to his mother, 
Mrs. T. Speier, 5537 Pershing ave- 
nue, tells about gotng over the top: 

“The night before the battle start- 
ed there was a cannonading such as 
the world had never heard before. 
For three hours the cannon sounded 
just as though they were giant ma- 
chine gw@ps, so fast, so loud was the 
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held up behind a hill by machine 
gunfire on the next h8L Our ma- 
chine guns then had to advance and 
eover that ground, and they were 
continually under fire. I had to 
crawl out over the tap of this hill 
with boxes of ammunition. I made 
this trip twice, just siding along on 
my stomach, and I will never forget 


the sound of those pullets singing 


just over my head. And then the 
tanks-came! You should have seen 
the Germans run! The infantry 
then came over the top of the hill, 
and between our machiné guns, 
tanks and infantry, I believe we 
must have killed 600 Germans.” 


John J. Walsh of the 110th 
Trench Motor Battery, writing to his 
mother, Mrs. Frances Walsh, 2741A 
Howard street, of the Argonne For- 
est fighting, says: 

‘‘"The infantry from St. Louls went 
over the top right from where we 
fired. You should have seen the 
boys joking and laughing. They 
didn’t mind it a bit. You would 
have thought they were going to a 
party. Quite a few of them were 
brought back wounded, but there 
were very few killed. 

“All the guns the Germans are us- 
ing now are artillery and machine 
guns. The Germans are through, 
and I would not be surprised if we 
have peace by Christmas, but we 
will keep pounding away until they 
have had enough. Our. troops have 
driven them back in this sector about 
°5 miles in a week.

The report deals at length with | 
the upheaval of railroad _ relations|

the relations of the Interstate Com- | 


merce Commission to Director-Gen- | 
eral McAdoo and the Railroad Ad- | 
ministration. The commission has 
co-operated fully with the Govern- 
ment management, says the report, 
but the commission still retains its 
authority to review rates initiated by 
the Director-General. 


Railroad valuation work of the 
commission, which will become of 
great importance in case of Govern- 
ment purchase, is proceeding with 
little interference on account of the 
war.

‘Game Warden’s Friends Get 
| Commissions That Make 
Hunting Easier. 


JEFFERSON CITY, Dec. 4.—The 
arrest of a volunteer Deputy Game | 
Warden in St. Louis a few days ago | 


for flourishing a deadly weapon led | 
| to the discovery that there is in Mis- | 
|souri a large but unknown number | 
of such volunteer officials. They | 
have a right to carry firearms, but! 
are under no legal obligations to en- 
force the game laws or any other | 
laws, except as private citizens. 
This practice has extended through 
several administrations, according to 
William Lumpkin, chief clerk in the 
Fish and Game Department here. | 
Commissions as volunteer Game | 
Wardens, Lumpkin said, have been | 
issued to a number of personal and | 
political friends of Tim Birmingham, | 
Game and Fish Commissioner, and | 
of Representative Frank H. Farris, | 
who dictated the appointment of Bir- 
mingham. 
There are 30 regular deputies, 
serving on a salary: but no record is 
kept on commissions issued to “vol- 
unteers,’’ and Lumpkin did not know 
how many are in force. 
The commission issued to a “vol-| 
unteer”’ is exactly like the commiuis- | 
sion issued to the regular deputy, 
and endows him with all the author- | 
ity of a regular officer. | 
“We issue those commissions to. 
all reputable citizens who ask for | 
them, if they come properly recom- | 
mended,’ Lumpkin said. | 
“These men have to pay for their | 
hunting licenses just like any other | 
citizen. The commission as Deputy 
Game Warden gives a man more, 
standing with the natives when he 
goes on a hunting trip, and he is 
more likely to be treated with cour- 
tesy by the men on whose land he 
desires to hunt. We issue them | 
chiefly as a matter of courtesy to 
reliable citizens.’’

Repeal the Prohibition Rider. | 
Te the Editor of the Post-Dispatch. | 


On every hand we hear expressions of | 
surprise because the President of the) 


United States signed the agricultural bill | 
carrying with it the “prohibition rider” 

making the sale of alcoholic beverages il- 

legal after July 1, 1919. The “rider” was | 
in the shape of an amendment to the | 
bill and passed the House and Senate 
without much opposition, in fact if there 
was any real opposition it died out. It'| 
may be the Senators and Representatives f 
thought the President would not sign the | 
bill, and they passed the “buck” to him. 
A lot of people think the President should 


have vetoed the bill ahd given the Con- 
gress a chance to pass it over his veto. 
Perhaps that would have been a good 
way, but they missed their guess. The 
President signed it and the bill will be- 
come a law on July 1, 1919, and will con- 
tinue in effect until the last soldier and 
sailor who was called to the colors is 
mustered out, or until the law is declared 
unconstitutional, repealed or amended, all 
of which will take considerable time and 
the thousands of well-meaning people 
who know how to handle and enjoy a 
little beer or wine will be denied the priv- 
llege of satisfying their desire for a drink 
until the question is settled in accordance 
with the wishes of the majority of the 
people. 

While it is to be regretted that the 
President did sign the bill, he should not 
be too severely criticised. The Senators 
and Representatives are looked upon as. 
the representatives of the people, and the 
President relies on their stand on matters 
of public interest to guide him in carry- 
ing out the will of the people. Each con- 
gressional district has representative in 
the Congress, who is elected by a popular 
vote. Each State has two United States 

elected by the people at large. 

Out this large number of representa- 
tives of every section of the United States 
and its possessions, there were only a few 
who spoke against the prohibition rider 
on the agricultural bill, and few, if any, 
voted against it, notwithstanding the fact 
that right here in Missouri the voters de- 
feated the State-wide prohibition amend- 
ment to the State Constitution by more 
than 77,000 votes. When the Dill 
with the infamous “rider’’ came _ up, 
did any of the Representatives of Mis- 
souri express the will of that 77,000 ma- 
Sority by voting against the bill? Look 
up the records and see. Did any of the 
Representatives of other States where the 
prohibition amendments to the State Con- 
stitutions were defeated express the will 
of the people of those States? Not much. 
Look over the List and you will find their 
names missing. Not only is this true, but 
in cases of Representatives of ‘‘wet’’ dis- 
tricts in “dry” States the will of the peo- 
ple was not expressed by the vote of the 
Congressmen. Then why blame the Pres- 
ident for signing the bill when the direct 
representatives of the people would not 
use their voice or vote to defeat it. The 
President could only accept such action 
on the part of the Senators and Congress- 
men as the expression of the will of the 
people by whom they are elected and paid 
to represent. If one was in business and 
had an employe who did not support or 
uphold the expressed wishes of the em- 
ployer, what would become of the em- 
ploye? The answer is simple. He would 
be discharged. Are we not the employers 
of the Senators and the Congressmen? If 
#0, we should take some action to see 
that the will of the majority of the peo- 
ple is carried out. We should call them 
to an account at the polis. The labor or- 
ganizations all over the country and the 
American Alliance for Labor and De- 
mocracy should write to their Represent- 
atives in Congress and ask them to ex- 
plain their action in failing to vote 
the “prohibition rider,” and they 

should also demand the immediate intro- 
duction of a bill permitting the sale of 
light wines, beer and malt beverages after 
July 1, 1919, and repealing the “prohibi- 
tion rider’ attached to the agricultural 
bill, and insist on such a bill being pushed 
through this session of the Congress. A 
record should be kept of the attitude of 
Senators and Representatives on the 
measure and at the next election throw 
party affiliations aside to defeat those 
who are opposed to such a bill, and, at 
the same time, aid in the election of men 
we know to be in favor of such legisla- 


,

Through cars are an especial subject of plunder and 
the many points through which they pass on the way 
from loading place to destination make it difficult to’ 
determine the exact spot at which the depredation took | 
place, In the vicinity of New York this form of thievery 
is practiced on a scale of alarming magnitude, but the 
loss from the same cause presents a grave situation at 
almost every important railroad point in the country. 
Organized bands, adroitly led, perpetrate the robberies 
and are given a regrettable aid by railroad workers 
themselves as active members of the bands or as willing 
confederates. 

The problem is of long standing. Thefts had already | 
reached serious proportions in the country at large | 
when it was deemed appropriate that the Federal ‘juris- 
diction, with its plenary powers over interstate com- 
merce, should take cognizance of the offense. Robbery 
of any car utilized in interstate trade was made a crime 
by act of Congress as well as under state laws. It was. 
& part of the general extension of jurisdiction that con- | 
verted our dignified Federal courts into police one | 
The larceny of 50 cents became a crime against the 
Washington Government, if made from a railroad car. 

Results have been disappointing. The problem has 
increased in gravity, rather than diminished. Car thefts | 
have become more widespread and more frequent under | 
Federal control. Is the greater efficiency imputed to 
the Federal power in law enforcement, as compared with | 
the state power, only a fiction? Great dependence is 
placed on the Federal power by “dry” leaders. The | 
problem of the blind pig, the bootlegger, the whole con- | 
traband trade under state prohibition would disappear 
with Federal prohibition, they say. Is this confidence 
too high placed? The experience with the problem of 
car roljbery is at least interesting and possibly in- 
structive.

The allied nations against Germany 
and Central Europe have had their lives 
saved by the British fleet. It killed Ger- 
many.

TheBritish | 
taxpayer will go on paying for it, and the 
British fleet will remain in existence. | 
That is indicated in every British utter- | 
ance, and it may be accepted as an un- | 
alterable British policy. 

We may be grateful that it has been | 
the policy to date, because it saved the 
cause against Germany, and it saved it. 
for us as well as for the British. 

The point is this: The British will re- 
tain what in their policy is regarded as 
essential to their national security. If 
their policy were wider and wiser, it 
would contain an army as well as a navy, 
but it is wise within its limitations, and 
within these limitations it will be main- 
tained. 

Here we have, at the very outset of the 
peace negotations which are to result in 
the formation of a beneficent League of 
Nations, a national declaration of purpose 
which is the purpose of maintaining na-| 
tional security by national ability to) 
maintain it. 

We fear that the only nation which will 
enter the League of Nations with com- 
plete credulity, with credulity in beliefs 
which execed the possible operation of 
the league, will be the United States. The 
other nations are too old for this. They 
are too wise. They have too many cen- 
turies behind them. They are guided by 


the aceumulated experience of the hu- 
man race, by their ow nationalistic de- 
sires, by their sane ideas of what, in 
spite of their best hopes and dreams, will 
be the future of the human race, and, 
thinking with intense nationalism, they 
will seek first of, all to guarantee their 
own national ence. 

If sanity would give us opportunity to 
see that the American people are pecu- 
liarly fitted to be at once pacific and 
strong it would be our salvation. It will 
be great good luck if we do not in the 
peace negotiations give away everything.

LAUCON: Well, Socrates, it 
(GG seems that no one did catechize 

the President when he appeared 
before Congress. 

Socrates: No. The practice of wak- 
ing sleep walkers is not very general. 

Glaucon: You mean by that— 

Socrates: Simply this: The President 
is moving toward the culmination of a 
vision which he has given the world, 
and he is unconscious of those little 
things concerning which questions 
might have been asked.

ADVISORY COMMISSION 
OF 23 WITH WILSON 


Political and Economic Experts 
and Tons of Documents Ac- 
company President. 


By the Assoctated Press. 
NEW YORK, Dec. 4.—Striking 


evidence of the preparedness of the 
American Government to enter into 
peace negotiations was given here 
last night in an announcement that 


23 members ofjan advisory commis- 
sion of experts, who have made a 
year’s study of political and eco- 
nomic conditions in Europe and 
Asia, sail with President Wilson and 
his fellow-delegates on the George 
Washington. 2 

With them go several tons of doc- 
uments and maps, which, together 
with other records of their investiga- 
tions, already in Paris or on the 
way, comprise a collection of inter- 
national data said to be without par- 
allel in history. 

These advisors to the Peace Com- 
mission, who have conducted an in- 
quiry into foreign affairs by author- 
ity of thé President and under the 
direction of E. M. House, American 
civilian membe: of the Interallied 
Supreme Council, and a delegate to 
the peace conference, include ex- 
perts in international law, college 
professors rated as specialists in the 
history and politics of various na- 
tions, and officers of the military in- 
telligence division of the army. Using 
the building of the American Geo- 
graphical Society here, they have ac- 
cumulated, through studies which 
began in November, 1917, volumi- 
nous records, which, because of their 
great value, have been guarded day 
and night. 

In fact, details of the investigation, 
which is known officially as “the 
inquiry,” have been withheld from 
publication until its results were 
safe on shipboard. Except for occa- 
sional publication of the fact that 
peace data was being assembled by a 
commission directed by House, and 
that information gained from the 
source enabled him as a member of 
the international conference which 
drafted the German armistice terms, 
to “amaze” his associates with his in- 
timate knowledge of European af- 
fairs, the American people have not 
been informed of the activities of an 
official organization without prece- 
dent in the nation’s history. 


More Than 150 at Work. 

More.than 150 persons comprised 
the personnel of the inquiry, which 
was financed out of the special emer- 
gency war fund, placed by Congress 
at the President’s disposal, according 
to an announcement by the Geo- 
graphical Society. The State and 
War Departments co-operated, and 
both will share in future possession 
of the data brought together. 

The investigation, it was stated, 
took the form of “a fact study, con- 
ducted in a scientific spirit, by spe- 
cialists and scholars of both Ameri- 
can and European countries affected 
by the war,” and “in order to give 
high value to any statement of fact, 
the inquiry had been entirely inde- 
pendent of any political hypothesis.” 

During fts progress, the announce- 
ment said, every important nation- 
ality of Europe and Western Asia 
sent representatives here for confer- 
ence with the commission, and nu- 
merous secret documents, together 
with the text of treaties signed dur- 
ing the war, which never have been 
published in full, were assembled. 
In fts final stages, the inquiry was 
centered on territorial matters, and 
the members going abroad with the 
President, with the exception of rep- 
resentatives of the State Depart- 

ent, are territorial specialists. Part 
of the staff in international law, in- 
cluding David H. Miller, chairman 
of the Law Committee of the State 
Department, already is in Europe, it 
was stated.

Corn futures were irregular in the 


early trading here today, on reports 


that England and France are nego- 
tiating for the Argentine grain crop. 
Announcement that the permit sys- 
tem on hog shipments from the 
country to leading markets will be 
removed also helped sellers, as yes- 
terday’s market was strong on esti- 
mates that hogs on the farms are 
much more numerous than a year 
ago. Small primary receipts were a 
factor in steadying the market on the 
decline, as were continued high cash 
premiums and talk of excessive for- 
eign demands to come. 

Oats futures were neglected, but 
market factérs were the same as in 
corn. Sentiment is mixed over the 
outlook.
